FIFTEEN REBLES

Twelve of the rebels were caught in 
one group. The others were discov- 
ered in the bottom of a produce wag- 
on which the American officers passed 
later. All were given into the custody 
of United States authorities.

CHRISTMAS GIFT. 


BEFORE HOLIDAYS. 


‘The Old House of Lords Is as Dead 
as Julius Caesar, Declares Visiting 
Member of Parliament, Who Pre- 


Ireland Under Self-Government. 


NEW YORK BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 22.—([Special Dispatch.]} 
“Before Christmas the Irish home 
rule bill will pass the House of Com- 
mons by a probable majority of 100 
and within eighteen months the bill 
will be in force.” 

This was the prophecy yesterday 
by William K. Redmond, M.P., 
brother of John E. Redmond, leader 
of the Irish party. Mr. Redmogpd 
has come to this country to attend 
the convention of the United Irish 
League in Philadelphia next week 
and to make speeches in other cities. 
He will address an evening mass 
meeting in Carnegie Hall Septem- 
ber 29. 

“Home rule now looks as though 
it were a certainty,” sald Mr. Red- 
mond, in the pauses between shak- 
ing hands with scores of Irishmen 
who crowfled the lobby of the Hoff- 
man Houge. “The Parliament act 
makes this result possible by direct- 
ing that a bill shall become law which 
is passed three times by the House 
of Parliament at three sessions with- 
in three years. 

PROSPERITY FOR IRELAND. 

“All indications are that the gov- 
ernment will retain power for at 
least eighteen months. Home rule 
will mean wonderful things for Ire- 
land both as to the commercial life 
of the country and as to the spirit 
of the people. . Under ft, Ireland 
will jump ahead as ‘all other lands 
have done to which freedom has been 
granted. The prosperity of Canada 
and Australia will’ be the lot of Ire- 
land then. 

“As far as England ts concerned 
the English people today are enfoy- 
ing real Uberty for the first time in 
the history of the nation. The Par- 
Mament act is the explanation, and 
that measure has brought the most 
far-reaching change since the days 
of Oliver Cromwell.

In the Oregon pamphlet there are 
thirty-seven measures, exclusive of 
seven local measures.

MARKET HOLDS 
UPWARD TREND. 


Federal Bureau of Labor 
Makes a Report. 


Its Investigation Covers a 
Wide Area. 


Finds Higher Prices in Most 
Commodities. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—The 
most marked upward trend of the 
cost of living Is disclosed in the Fed- 
eral bureau of labor's report of an in- 
vestigation of prices for the last ten 
years conducted in the tmportant in- 
dustrial centers of thirty-two States. 
Fifteen important articles of goods, 
as well as coal, comprising two-thirds 
of a workingman’s needs, were in- 
vestigated. In many cities the in- 
vestigators gathered statements of 
merchants on the cost of living and 
specimens of these are published in 
the report. 

On June 15, 1912, the report shows 
fourteen of the fifteen articles of food 
were higher than a year before, and 
ten had advanced in the last ten years 
more than 60 per cent. over the aver- 
&ge price of the preceding ten years. 
During the last decade prices of 
potatoes changed mest and sugar the 
least. Their advances were 111.9 and 
8.5 per cent, respectively. During 
the last year, bacon; which decreased 
just one-tenth of 1 per cent., was the 
only one of the fifteen principal ar- 
ticles of food that showed a decline. 
while nine of the ffteen advanced 
more than 2 per cent., varying from 


2.4 per é¢ent. for milk, to 18.6 for 
round steak. 
Of the fifteen only eggs, butter, 


milk and sugar were lower, but the 
price of three of these four ig normal- 
ly lower in summer than in winter. 

Specimens of the statements of 

merchants published in the report, 
‘follow: 
New York—‘"Meats in general are 
so high that if prices continue thus 
much longer, will be obliged to close 
up business. Have already lost $200 
since advance in prices.” 

Chicago—"Jobbing price on flour 
has advanced 80 cents a barrel and 
unless there is a decline soon retail 
prices will advance.” 

Salt Lake City—‘“Everything seems 
to be at the top but nothing shows 
any decline.” 

Remarks of merchants accompany- 
Ing the price reports for May 15 told 
the same story. These are examples: 

Jos Angeles—~"The decline of price 
on potatoes is due to speculators los- 
ing their grip on the market. Ship- 
ments have arrived from other States 
and as new shipments will come in 
freely In a few weeks, they had to 
let it go.” 

Portiand, Or.—*Ratise of prices for 
pork is due to shortage of 
stock.”

WHITTIER QUAKERS 
CELEBRATE ANNIVERSARY. 


HITTIER, Sept. 22.—The 

Quaker of “Ye Olden time” was 

in evidence here yesterday, as 
well as some hundreds of new-style 
Quakers, in attendance at the quar- 
ter centennial celebration of the es- 
tablishment of the first church in 
Whittier. For some weeks iliocal 
Friends have been planning to ob- 
serve the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of their church here. 
They were assisted in their celebra- 
tion by large numbers.of Friends 
from the nearby cities and by others 
of this community. Two rows of 
tables almost a block long fairly 
groaned under the choicest viands, 
fruits and flowers of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Central Par was the scene 
of the dinner, and here the hundreds 
were fed to repletion. It was the 
Panathenea of Southern Californih 
Quakerism. 

Repairing to the church a delight- 
ful programme occupied the after- 
noon. Here was recalled the work 
of Whittier’s pioneers, most of whom 
have passed beyond. Here several 
of the former pastors spoke of their 
work with the then new church. The 
city of Whittier was not itself founded 
till a Sunday-school and church had 
been established. A membership of 
1200 in the church and a Sunday- 
school of 700 have grown from these 


small beginnings. 

A feature of the day was the at- 
tendance of a group of men and 
women the genuine old-style 


} Quaker costume, Quaker bonnets, lace 
caps, plain dresses and the three- 
cornered shawls for the women, while 
the men wore broad-brimmed or 
silk hats, with old-fashioned collars 
and coats. During the afternoon pro- 
gramme these sat “In the gallery,” 
not deigning to remove their hats 
during the service—as was the wunt 
of the old-style Friends. These garbs 
were not “made up” for the occa- 
sion, but were brought out from the 
family closets where they have re- 
mained unused these many years; for 
the new-style Quaker dresses no dif- 
ferently from his brother that wor- 
ships across the street in the Mecho- 
dist or Congregativnal churches. 

The founders of Whittier, among 
whom were A. H. Pickering and 
Jonathan Bailey, established a col- 
ony of Friends here early in 1887, 
believing that here, as in no other 
place visited, was the opportunity for 
a successful Quaker community. A. 
H. Pickering traveled extensively 
from San Diego to the Sacramento 
Valley in an endeavor to find the 
most opportune spot. At last he 
found the ideal spot in the 1100-acre 
ranch nestling so close to the Puente 
Hills. A quarter of a century now 
attests the wisdom of his chuice. In 
those days water had to be hauled 
from the San Gabriel River. The site 
of the new city was a bdariley field 
and a mustard patch. It took the 
eye of faith to see the possibilities 
of the location. Now the vision of 
the pioneer is fulfilled and yesterday 
hundreds did him honor.

Dear to the heart of the German 
were the stirring songs of 4he Father- 
land, boomed out by 600 male voices, 
gathered on the big grandstand. The 
miniature beer gardens, sandwich 
parlors and dance halls making of 
Milwaukee or Cincinnati, were the 
delight of the great crowd of Ger- 
mans who gathered in the enclosure. 
“Hail to the Stars and Stripes” how- 
ever, was heard as often-as “Hoch 
@er Kaiser,” and the American fag 
toepped the German flags which fiut- 
tered here and there Above the 
grounds. 

The parade of the mdny sodleties 
under the auspices of the Sud Pa- 
cific Sangerbund was a stirring pa- 
geant, over half a mile long. When 
it is considered that over half of the 
men who marched have seen ser- 
vice in the German Imperial army, 
an idea can be gained of the fine ap- 
pearance of the marchers as_ they 
stepped west on Zephyr avenue to the 
Ocean Front south to the Windward 
avenue pier, east on Windward and 
to the picnic grounds.

His text was 
Gal. vi:7-8 Among other things he 
said: 

“You cannot study farming without 
realizing the fact that the God of the 
Bible is the God of nature also. Jesus 
Christ based His teachings upon truths 
revealed in nature and showed their 
analogy in the spiritual world. The 
farmer plows and sews with the ex- 
pectation of reaping from what he 
sows. We hear a good deal about 
‘sowing wild oats.’ But I have never 
seen @ farmer who was fool enough to 
do it. I do not believe that there ever 
was a farmer living who sowed wild 
oats on his farm. It is hard enough 
for the farmer to get rid of wild oats 
without sowing any. 

“Human nature is very much like 
afarm. Wild oats and weeds are ail- 
ready sown. The great struggle of 
the farmer is to get rid of the weeds 
that would choke out the,grain. The 
great struggle of mankind is to get 
the wild oats and weeds out of hu- 
man nature. 

“Let us notice the natural teaching 

of this text: 
. He who sows expects to reap. 
When a farmer sows his seed he ex- 
pects to reap a harvest. When a man 
puts his life into the world he expects 
to get something for it No young man 
is fool enough to imagine that he can 
think and speak and ect and not reap 
a harvest from his sowing. It is this 
confidence in ‘the results of nature's 
law that gives to every man and wom- 
an the power to endure hardship, rise 
above poverty, conquer difficulties, and 
achieve success. 

“2. He who sows must reap the 
same in kind as he sows. If a man 

lants potatoes, he does hot expect a 
Reodens of watermelons. If he plants 
oats, he does not expect wheat. The 
law is, plant wheat, reap wheat; plant 
barley, reap barley; plant corn, reap 
corn. Any farmer knows this law, 
and yet there are thousands of men 
and women who act on the contrary 
principle. They expect to sow the 
seed of nightshade and gather morn- 
ing glories. They expect to sow wild 
Oats and dissipation, and reap a har- 
vest of golden character. But this t& 
utterly impossible. You must reap in 
kind as you sow. 

“Sow whiskey, and reap drunkards. 
If you sow intoxicating drinks, you 
must reap a harvest of drunkards with 
homes of sorrow, wives in misery, and 
children itn rags and disgrace. Where 
does the annual crop of bums and 
thugs and dissolute characters come 
from? They are certainly the result 
of intemperance. 

“Sow bridge whist and reap gam- 
blers. I know there are some people 
who say there is no reason why card- 
playing should lead to gambling. But 


bling spirit will be easily enticed to 
gamble with cards and in other ways. 

“Sow the round dance, and reap im- 
morality. As some one hae said, the 
round dance is nothing more nor less 
than hugging set to music, I would 
not rob young people of arm pleasure 
that is helpful. but hundreds of ruined 
girls have testified that their first step 
downward was taken ata public 
dance. Sow the public dance hall, 
and you will gen degredation, shame 
and dishonor. do not care what 
name you may give the dance, wheth- 
er you call it the german, or the Texas 
Tommy, the turkey trot or the rag— 
they were all invented of the . devil, 
and have the suggestion of indecency 
continually about them. 

“Bow the seeds of passion and you 
will reap a harvest of licentiousness. 
You cannot sow the seeds of secret 
sin and not reap publicly the harvest 
of your misdeeds. 

“Sow the seeds of cigarette smoking 
and you will reap a harvest of disor- 
dered nerves and a useless life. 

“He who would reap a happy life 
and noble character and glorious des- 
tiny must sow the seeds of holy am- 
bition and pure heart and noble pur- 
pose. Whatsoever a man soweth, he 
will reap the same kind. 

“3. He who sows must reap more 
than he sows. You sow a handful of 
grain, and you reap a bushel. When 
a man is sowing good seed, he is giad 
of this law. When he ts sowing bad 
seed, he thinks it is hard and un- 
just. To my mind this is the most 
terrible law in all nature. You must 
reap more than you sow—rTreap some 
of the harvest now, reap more of it 
hereafter. The tragedies of life in this 
respect are something terrible. 

"OO the awful resulte of a wasted 
life! You reap what you séw, and 
you reap more than you stow. While 
God may forgive your sins and wronge- 
doing. even God Himeelf cannot 
change the law, “Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap.” Let 
us sow the seeds of truth and honor. 
purity and holiness. Then we shall 
reap a character fitted for the harvest 
of heaven that shall be eternally hap- | 
py.”

His 
heroic faith in God ts shown tn his 
Gollath. His gradual 
promotion from armor bearer to be 
captain of the bodyguard of the 
King attests his worth. He was great 
and yet imperfect. Our adversaries 
will not let us forget his sin. A 
thousand men knqw that where one 
is acquainted with his virtues. Sin 
is dramatic. A murder will occasion 
far more comment in the newspaper 
than the sailing on the same day of 
twenty missionaries to civilize those 
who sit in darkness. Four pictures 
will speak to us of David's gentleness. 

“A midnight scene. Sau! is 
hunting David. The women have 
sung ‘Saul Hath Slain His Thousands 
and David His Tens of Thousands.’ 
The King is mad with jealously and 
David is like a partridge on the 
mountains. King Sau! has gone into 
Camp for the night and is asleep. 
David comes out of the cave to 
breathe the fresh air of the night. He 
slips into the camp of the King and 
finds him asleep with his spear placed 
in the ground by his head. His com- 
panion urges him to take the life of 
his enemy and thus free himself from 
pursuit, but David refuses to lift 
his hand against the Lord's 
anointed. He thus reflects the divine 
heart and anticipates the statement 
of Paul a thousand years ‘If thine 
enemy hunger, feed him, if he thirst 
give him drink for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire on his head. 
Be not overcome of evil, but over- 
come evil with good. Thy gentle- 
ness hath made me great.’ 

<2.) “The morning hour. A great 
battle has been fought and Israel has 
been defeated. Saul and Jonathan 
have been destroyed. The message 
lg brought to David that the King is 
dead. He does not rejoice pnd seize 
at once the crown. He sobs and 
weeps. He sees a noble characte? 
made shipwreck. He gives expression 
to his heart in these words: “The 
beauty of Israel is siain upon thy 
high places; how are the mighty fal- 
len. Tell it not in Gath, publish it. 
not in the streets of Askelon; lest the 
daughters of the Philistines rejoice, 
lest the daughters of the uncircum- 
cised triumph.’ He was made great 
through gentleness. He fefiects again 
the divine heart that weeps over the 
ruin of a soul. 

(3.) “A noon-day

relative of Saia According to cus 
tom, he should ve -ut to death, for 
he might put forth iis hand to take 
thé crown.

But David re- 
members his father Jonathan and 
says, ‘I will show the kindness of God 
unto him.’ ‘Fear not, Mephibosheth.’ 
Theré ig no finer parable of grace in 
all literature. The kindness of God 
wes refiected in David and his gen: 
tleness made him great. 

(4.) “The evening hour. Absalom 
has rebelled against his father David, 
and now the two armies stand in 
battle arrayed. After the conflict 
David awaits the news. He has given 
explicit orders that his soldiers deal 
gentiy with the young man Absalom. 
He reméembers with fatherly affec- 
tion the babe, the boy and the prince, 
but directly the messenger comes 
with the news that the son te slain. 
He goes to his room over the gate 
and as he goes he cries ‘Oh Absalom 
my son, my son Absalom, would God 
I had died for thee. Oh Absalom, my 
son, my #60n." It is the cry of the 
Droken heart of God to David. and 
is an anticipation of Calvary. Take a 
fair look at David and you will be 
impressed with the fact that he ap- 
proached very closely the divine 
ideal. This was a fundamental 
characteristic in Christ. He had com- 
passion for the multitude. He was 
touched with a feeling of our in- 
firmities. He was gentle with the 
penitent sinner. Today God dwells 
in glory, but also in an humbie, 
gentie heart. Gentleness is seen best 
in the home. The child says ‘I won't.’ 
There must be authority shown. 
Force says ‘Break its will.’ That will 
not do, for will is the base line of 
character. Sentiment says ‘Let it go. 
This will not 40. The mother mends 
by gentieness, but does not break by 
orce. Gentleness should also be seen 
in the church. Contention and the 
spirit of gentleness cannot live in the 
same organization. Gentlenesa, 
courtesy and love in the church will 
make people desire to be members, 
while the lack of courtesy and culture 
will drive people out. The greatest 
exhibition of gentleness is seen in 
the cross. fe loved me and gave 
himeeif for me. We are to win a 
world, not by force, but by the com- 
passion and love of Jesus as shown 
in human hearts.”

DUTY AND A PRIVILEGE. 

For the first time the business men of 
Los Angeles are now being given an op 
portunity to contribute toward the con 
struction of Southern California's part in 
the great Ocean-to-Ocean Highway. This 
opportunity is directly presented by the 
Los Angeles-Colton-Yuma Ocean-to-Ocean 
Highway Auxiliary Association. The line 
of roadway for which this aseociation is 
locally responsible lies between Los An- 
geles and Yuma and the success of the | 
association in its immediate construction 
is vastly more important to this city than 
a majority of those interested have real- 
ized. San Diego has always wanted this 
road and might still succeed in having it 
built from thet city to Phoenix if Los An 
geles does not bestir itself. San Francisco 
has never relaxed its efforts to have the 
Proposed highway routed through the 
north and has the pledge of a $300,000 
contribution from the association of auto 
mobile manufacturers if it can succeed in 
this plan. 

Commercially, such a road is of a value 
almost beyond estimation. It is a fact that 
automobile tourists alone spent $6,000,000 
in the State of Colorado during the last 
twelve months, becautce that State. in spite 
of the altitudinous passes of the Rocky 
Mountains. is threaded with wonderful 
pikes. One of the great railroad managers 
of America estimates that if only 200 ma- 
chines made the trip from New York to 
Los Angeles over the proposed southern 
route, as pioneered by and organized by 
the Times ocean-to-ocean car, on its re 
cent brilliant campaign, the annua! expense 
involved by that number of transcont!- 
nental automobile tourists would amount 
to $5,000,000. That the fascinating journey 
would be made each year by 2000 rather 


accurate ‘assumption. 

No one any longer pretends that the 
southern route is not the most feasible for 
many reasons and above all for the reason 
that it is the only route which would keep 
the road open twelve months in the year, 
as neither water nor snow would ever close 
the way. Neither is there any question 
that this would afford the longest drive- 
way in the world. It would give an un- 
broken stretch of highway 8300 milés from 


length of 1600 miles from Los Angeles to 
British Columbia. To force residents and 
tourists in Southern California to go to San 
Diego and thence through the mountains 
to Imperial in order to strike this highway 
is so manifestly absurd that no argument 
should be required nor any word added to 
emphasize the need of immediate action on 
the part of this city. 
The Auxiliary is asking for a total con- 
tribution from Los Angeles of $100,000, and 
it should not be difficult to raise twice this 
sum in view of all that is at stake. It is a 
fact that Pomona, Ontario, Colton and. 
other cities of the eastern portion of South- 
ern California have already expended more 
than $50,000 on this project. Certainly it 
is high time for Los Angeles to do its part. 
The road as now planned from Los Angeles 
to Yuma, the gateway of Arizona, is an air 
line to Phoenix and it effectually opens the 
gate to the Imperial Valley with all of its 
copious trade by touching Brawley, which 
already maintains a superb road to Im- 
perial. Ten years ago Imperial was inac- 
cessible to all trade. Last year it netted 
$10,000,000 in agricultural products. Surely 
Los Angeles needs no argument to go after 
this business. 
Once the road is under way it ought to 
be an easy matter to convince Congress of 
its merits and so receive government aid, 
without which a road of this magnitude has 
never been constructed by any country. It 
happens that the United States is the only 
nation which has not maintained a great 
military highway. Indeed, it was the plan 
of the administration of Andrew Jackson to 
build such a road and the result was those 
sections of Cumberland Pike which were 
constructed between the years of 1835 and 
1837. It happened at that time that an idle 
fellow amused himself by watching a tea 
kettle boil and the result was that America 
dropped Cumberland Pike and began to 
build railroads. The development of the 
automobile to the point that it has become 
about the most valuable asset of every suc- 
cessful farmer has made noulevards nearly 
as essentiz!] to American commerce as 
railroads and nothing short of the Ocean-to- 
Ocean Highway can meet this urgent de 
mand.

The Picture Land of Bavaria. 


an area of about 1800 square miles, lying 
between the Danube and the Bohemian 


frontier. 

A Primeval Forest. 
Great forests of pine and beech cover 
the country. In the regions of the Rachel 
and Falkenstein large stretches of this 
forest are to this day in a primeval condl- 
tion. The Rachel is one of the highest 
peaks in the Bohemian Mountains, nearly 
5000 feet in altitude. Here and there traces 
of glacial action and moraines indicate that 
these mountains were once covered with 
ice. The people in this forest region are 
chiefly engaged in the timber and cattle 
industries. But also they manufacture 
glasswares and linen. But if there was no 
other reason for its being, re beauty and 
picturesqueness of Bavaria would be its 
reasonable excuse for continuing to exist. 
It is one of the most delightful portions of 
Germany. 

Life Saving Stations. 
Now and then as one journeys through 
Bavaria, a “brau-haus” is seen. 
A “brau-haus,” daughter? Well, you 
know what the monastery on the summit 
of the Alps is, where the pious monks of 
St. Bernard and their faithful dogs seek 
out the wearied traveler and resuscitate 
him by means of restauration? Well, the 
brau-haus in the Bavarian forest is some 
thing like.that, only different. It not only 
refreshes the wearied traveler, but it ex 
tends its hospitality to the native, who 
doesn’t feel so very tired, but just thinks 
that for agricultural purposes a little stein 
of brau-haus restauration—about’ eight 
inches high and four and one-half in diam- 
eter—would go govod. 
A stein? Oh, it’s a German unit of meas- 
ure like the metre or the Htre or some 
thing of that sort. I am not familiar with 
the metric system of weights and linear 
measures, although it is the only one in use 
in Europe. 
The brau-haus at St. Oswald used to be 
a monastery. Hasn't changed very much. 
not even the name. It’s St. Oswald yet. 
You might spend all your six months 
vacation in Bavaria and then have to come 
back next year and finish your tour. An 
entire summer might run swiftly by while 
you were loitering among the fascinations 
in the Forest. 

The Solitary City. 
London is not only unlike any other 
city in the world, but it isn’t 80 very much 
like London. I would like to come to 
Europe some summer and stay right in Lon- 
don for a year. Never go anywhere else. 
I don’t wonder that Charles Lamb always 
wearied of any place that kept him away 
from his beloved pavements and parks and 
houses and people twenty-four hours, see- 
ing that was London. 
Not that I would live in London. Pasa- 
dena is plenty big enough for me—and it’s 
growing too rapidly for an ideal home town. 
But I would enjoy a whole year in London. 
For a couple of months, anyhow. 
Come to measure it up, a year is a pretty 
long time to be contented in any city. But 
then, London isn’t a city. Not if the other 
places are. It's something “different.”

To get back to Bavaria, after you wearied 
of London, which is a thing well nigh im- 
possible, although I do meet Englishmen 
who were born there and might just as well 
have stayed there, wandering disconsolate- 
ly about in remote places farther away from 
London than Oyster Bay is from Washing- 
ton, the next ideal place to visit is Nurem- 
burg. Not if you are in a hurry. 
I reckon there is one danger in remain- 
ing in Nuremburg too long, however. One 
might become enchanted, and never be able 
to get away again. You begin to feel the 
spell of the old medieval town as soon 2&5 
you have crossed the moat, which she wore 
as a defensive necklace eight hundred 
years ago. From the northern wall falis 
upon you with a chill the castle of Fred. 
erick Barbarossa. Down this narrow. cob- 
ble-stoned street, up which you are toiling, 
he rode to wrest the holy sepulcher from 
the hands of the infidel heathen eight cen- 
turies ‘ago. He never came back to his 
castle, but he has been seen, by more than 
one adventurer, returning home late from 
the brau-haus. in his enchanted chamber 
under the magic mountain, his long red 
beard grown through the marble table be 
fore him. He is waiting till the hour shall 
strike, when he will come forth in mighty 
puissance and settle the eastern question 
without the intervention of diplomacy. But 
I'd like to be there when he starts up. 
Nuremburg. with its steep corkscrew 
streets, its ancient wall, its old mills along 
the swift little Pegnitz; its red-roofed 
houses with their pointed gables and high- 
peaked roofs; the market place, with the 
white umbrellas clustered like a domestic 
forest around the bronze ‘‘Gansemannchen” 
—the Little Goose man; the women forever 
and forever knitting the long gray stock- 
ings; the venerable old church braced up 
and sustained in its old age by the little 
beer house where you get the good wurst 
and sauerkraut, etc., etc., and more ete. if 
you can hold any more; Nuremburg,. with its 
memories of the patriot Palm, of Holbein, 
Peter Vicher, Hans Sachs, Albrecht Durer,

This last named export finds its 
best market in Japan, where it is 
used in the manufacture of oils and 
oriental perfumes.

It is not a big world! when you 
think of its bare three miles of 
length, and three to ten: of breadth, 
but many city dwellers tover a less 
area in their lifelong peregrinations. 
I have known grown-up men and 
women who had never been outside 
of New Orleans in thein lives, who 
had, in fact, never been' more than 
thirty blocks beyond their homes in 
some little narrow streetti downtown. 
The world with them — with the 
Barracks, centered at foyal§ and 
Canal, and ended with Jackson ave- 


There is not 
enough room to house all these chil- 
dren at the same time, therefore they 
divide the period, taking the boys tn 
the morning and the girls in the aft- 
ernoon, but the teachers have to stay 
all day.

Whitehead, 
who, besides being captain of the 
naval yard station, is aid to the Gov- 
ernor on special occasions, associate 
justice of the Court of Appeals, in- 
spection officer and officer in charge 
of records at the meteorological sta- 
tion, is chief of the department of 
public works, and he sees to it that 
these roads are kept in perfect con- 
dition. They are graded with finely- 
crushed shells from the beach and 
gravel from the mountain side. Money 
from customs collections is used in 
the up-keep of the roads, as well, as 
for the care of public buildings, and 
parks and for the extension of the 
island’s sewerake. 

Lying so near the equator—3% de- 
grees 30 minutes north—Guam would 
be unbearably hot were it not for its 
winds. There is always a bit of a 
breeze blowing from somewhere and 
it rains nearly all the time. As in 
Honolulu, it often rains for several 
minutes at a time out of an appar- 
ently cloudless sky. Anyway, the sun 
does not pay any attention at all to 
the rain, but just shines calmly and 
brilliantly on. 


AMERICAN GROWN COCOANUTS. 


Industry Is Growing in the Philip- 

pines, Hawali and Porto Rico. Food 

Value Better Recognised. 

[Philadelphia Inquirer:] The co- 
coanut growing industry is now an 
important one. Im the Philippines, 
Hawaii and Porto Rico it is being de- 
veloped, but it is entirely likely that 
before long it will be one of the 
most important crops of this; country. 
Its cultivation is being advocated by 
an expert of the United States Agri- 
cultural Department, Dr. 0. F. Cook, 
has given this particular subject some 
considerable attention. 

The food value of cocoanuts is be- 
ing recognized more and more every 
day and Dr. Cook further suggests 
that it might be practicable to secure 
useful hybrids between the cocoanut 
and related palms known to be hardy 
enough to withstand the coolest 
temperatures of these regions. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
cocoanut products are rapidly gain- 
ing importance in the economy of 
civilized nations. Eventually, says
